Committees Named To Head Campaign 


Presbyterian College Endowment Fund Campaign 
for $350,000 is now nearing complete organization 
throughout the Presbyterian Churches in the synods of 
Georgia and South Carolina. At a state meeting held 
in Gainesville, Ga., September 8, 9 and 10, genuine en- 
thusiasm for the campaign was expressed by more than 
300 church representatives in attendance. The prin- 
cipal speakers at this conference were Dr. Wade H. 
Boggs, executive Secretary of the committee on Christ- 
ian education, of the Presbyterian church; General 
Joseph B. Fraser, campaign general chairman, and Dr. 
Marshall W. Brown, president of the college. 


During the past month a state meeting for South Car- 
olina was held at Columbia, when two conference ses- 
sions were attended by more than 800 churchmen in- 
terested in the campaign. This large audience was ad- 
dressed by Dr. Ben Lacy, president of Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Dr. Warner L. Hall of Charlotte, and 
General Joseph B. Fraser. General Fraser stated in the 
course of his address, “If the enthusiasm expressed by 
you people at this meeting is any indication of the gen- 
eral interest in P. C. and this campaign throughout the 
state, I can say without any hesitancy that this effort 
will be a tremendous success.”

A letter to the college from A. O. Ramsay of the class 
of 1925 tells of a fine custom started by Dr. Dudley 
Jones. .. . “When I was in school there, Dr. Dudley 
Jones used to hand me a little money from time to time 
with the statement that I was to understand that I 
could use it for whatever purposes I saw fit and that I 
could pass it on to some other needy student if and 
when I wished. I thought and still think that this was 
a lovely custom. I would like five dollars of this used 
for this purpose. If this custom, by any chance, has died 
out, I hope some one there can be prevailed upon to re- 
vive it—at least until I have passed on my little bit— 
as I expect to do from time to time.”

Dr. A. E. Spencer 
Passes in Clinton 


Retired Educator Closes Long 
And Useful Life in Clinton 


Dr. Almon Edwin Spencer, 79, retired member of 
Presbyterian College faculty died Sunday morning, 
July 20th, at 9 o’clock at his residence in Clinton after 
several months declining health. He returned to his 
home on the 17th from a Greenville hospital where he 
recently underwent an operation and was bright and 
cheerful, and improving when the unexpected end 
came. 


His wife, Mrs. Martha Calvert Spencer, preceded 
him to the grave on May 23. 


Funeral services were held on Monday, July 21st, 
from the First Presbyterian Church of which he was 
the senior officer. Interment followed in the church 
cemetery. Many friends from Clinton and elsewhere 
assembled for the last rites, with many beautiful flow- 
ers from friends and organizations banked upon the 
mound as a silent expression of the love and high re- 
gard in which he was held. 


Dr. Spencer was born Decemebr 14, 1867, at Tuske- 
gee, Ala., a son of the late Almon and Janie Nall Spen- 
cer. He graduated from Center College at Danville, 
Ky., in 1888 and then came to Reidville in Spartanburg 
county, where he taught two years. He received the 
degree of M. A. from Center College, and in 1914 his 
alma mater conferred upon him the honorary degree 
of doctor of laws. 


With his bride, as a young teacher, Dr. Spencer came 
to Clinton in September, 1891, as professor of Greek 
and French at Clinton College, now Presbyterian Col- 
lege. The name of the college and Dr. Spencer from 
that time have been closely linked together. A supreme 
faith in the institution in its “dark days”, coupled with 
a willingness to sacrifice personal ambitions, was a 
marked characteristic of the educator for 54 years un-

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til his retirement two years ago. In 1897-1904 he served 
as president of the institution. In 1910-11 he was named 
acting president. In 1927, when Dr. D. M. Douglas re- 
signed the presidency to go to the University of South 
Carolina as president, Dr. Spencer was again called 
into service as the directing head and served until the 
election of Dr. B. L. Parkinson several months later. 
Through the long years, in addition to his teaching 
duties, he served as secretary of the Board of Trustees 
and treasurer of the institution until his retirement. 


Dr. Spencer did not confine his labors and interest 
to the college, but entered into all activities for the bet- 
terment of the community. He served several years 
ago as president of the Chamber of Commerce and was 
one of the active leaders in the Knights of Pythias order 
in Clinton. He was the oldest member of the local 
Kiwanis club and in spite of his age held one of the best 
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attendance records in the club and was always inter- 
ested and active in its work. No Kiwanian was held 
in higher esteem. 


As a churchman, Dr. Spencer held many posts of 
honor and responsibility. He was ordained an elder 
in the First Presbyterian Church in 1894 and was clerk 
of the session until the time of his death. For 53 years 
he was the beloved teacher of the Men’s Bible class 
and continued his teaching up to the time he entered 
the hospital as a patient a few weeks preceding his 
death. He was a commissioner to the General Assembly 
several times and served as moderator of South Caro- 
lina Presbytery and the Synod of South Carolina. 


Spencer, Clinton, Presbyterian College, First Pres- 
byterian Church—these names closely linked together 
for 56 years will always be inseparable. 


The deceased is survived by one son, Almon C. Spen- 
cer of Clinton; two daughters, Mrs. J. G. Roy of near 
Laurens, and Mrs. Elise Spencer Hindman of St. Louis, 
Mo., and one granddaughter, Martha Calvert Roy, a 
recent graduate of Laurens high school.
